A  comparatively  small  amount  of  oats  moves  in  international 
trade,  usually  about  100,000,000  bushels.  The  movement  during  the  fis¬ 
cal  year  1933-34  was  only  5^,000,000  bushels  and  during"'the  12  mojnths 
previous  it  was  only  71,000,000  bushels.  Table  I  shows  that  Argentina; 

Canada,  and  Russia  have  been  the  chief  exporters  during  recent  yeans. 

Table  II  indicates  the  relatively  important  position  held  by  the  United 
Kingdom,  Switzerland,  and  Italy  as  importers  of  oats.  All  figures  in 
the  tables  are  millions  of  bushels.  Round  numbers  are  used  for  the  pur- 
poses  of  brevity.
